The Whiskey Question. 


The Macleod Gazette, in its last issue, 
svys, ‘it is about time this whiskey ques- 
tion was properly under icin. ug A short 
time ago the Gazette, in comparing Mae- 
leod with Calgary and noting the fact that 
whiskey was sold openly in the latter place 
and hardly at all in the former, stated that 
nevertheless there less drunk- 
enness in Calgary than in Macleod, Ob- 
viously the Gazette holds the opinion then 
that there is something in the air of Mac- 
leod inimical to healthy alcoholic sabsorp- 
tion, and this no doubt adds to the diffi- 
culty of properly understanding the whis- 


was much 


key question. 

To our mind however, the whiskey 
question, in so faras by it is meant the 
stand taken by territorial authorities and 
law in regard to the drinking of whiskey 


in this country, presents itself in a farei-° 


cal much more than in any other light. 
This is a prohibition country, and there is 
more whiskey diunk, more money paid 
for it, more men and businesses ruined 
hy it between Manitoba and the Rocky 
Mountains, than in any other section of 
Canada, proportionately to the number of 
people, While this well known at 
Ottawa and Regina as it is at Macleod and 
Calgary, the farce is played of making use 
of the fiction of its being a prohibition 
country to seize at various times an indi- 
vidual here and there, and impose a fine 
which is only justifiable on the assump- 
tion that no eases of a like infringement 
of the liquor law in the territories, eseape 
a similar punishment, That this occasion- 
al seizure tends to keep whiskey out of 
the country, or that it has any other tend- 
ency than to drive the trade into mach 
worse hands than need be, is not the opin- 
ion of any except a few theorists some- 
where on the other side ef Lake Superior. 
And yet, the sole apparent reason why a 
traffic which cannot be stopped is not re- 
gulated instead, is that some Ontario coun- 
tieshave carried the Scott Act and the 
Seottites, having asvertained their strength, 
might throw their influeace against any 
party forming regulative instead of impos- 
sible laws for a country which has no say 
in the matter. 

These considerations are very forcibly 
present to the minds of Calgary business 
men just now. The number of strangers 
and the amount of money distributed in 
the neighborhood lately, have given rise 
toa trade in whiskey which causes ex- 
treme annoyance to quiet-going people, 
and disgust to business men who have 
found that money owing to them has been 
“blown-in" where they had a right to ex- 
pect to be first considered. Further than 
that, the half-breeds of Calgary, who ashort 
time’ago had $50,000 in cash paid them, are 
most ofthem without a dollar to-day, ow- 
ing solely to the way the whiskey traffic is 
carried on. ‘The same reason will account 
for a similar state of affairs with the scoute 
and teamsters presently, and we have not 
the slightest hesitation in stating that it is 
an outrage, ard an outrage due solely to 
the state of the so-called liquor laws of the 


country, which whether the police are ac- 
tive nasties. are here or in Prince Al- 
hert, ocgasion the impovoreahonent aud 
destruction of most legitimate business in, 
the country.
